Perhaps the Gro ss Inco me Tax law has no t 
had a fair presentatio n befo re an unbiased 
tribunal — that can be the answer to Mr.

a y ear must pay a g ro ss inco me tax o f o ne 
per cent.

Ex pansion of the av iation ind u stry by gov ern­ 
ment encou ragement in d ev eloping an inex pen­ 
siv e small airplane shou ld appeal to persons in­ 
terested in planes for priv ate u se. 
Licensed planes for sev eral y ears hav e nu m­ 
bered abou t 7,000 and the d emand s for priv ate 
planes hav e shown little change. A su rv ey mad e 
some time ago ind icated that the prod u ction of 
a small airplane might stimu late the d emand to 
some 30,000 or more. 
. Some money has alread y been spent by the 
gov ernment toward d ev eloping a practical and 
safe small plane bu t we are seemingly a long 
way from any appreciable resu lt.
